Such a bill was intro- 
duced at the last session but was not acted upon, 
iud it will again introduced at the coming session 
and at every session until it ib enacted or deieated 
Such gold redemption of silver now in circulation 
would mean its divestment of its legal tender prop- 
erty, or rather of all of its properties, as it of course 
would result in the absolute retirement of the metal 
from the currency system and money volume of the 
country. %t would sweep away the last vistage of 
bimetallism and place the country upon aa absolute 
gold basic, and probably tor all time, as the "branch 
bank" and the "asset currency" schemes, which 
would follow a,s natural results, would clothe the 
national banks with such power that there would 
be no hope of undoing the work for years, if indeed 
it could ever be accomplished. 


The "asset currency" proposition means a cur- 


rency in proportion to and secured by the assets of 
cLe different national banks 
It would take the 


place of bonds and arid ?.o lessen the security of de- 
positilor*, ami it is also open to all of the objections 
that has been urged against other kinds of banks 
whether national or otherwise. It would give the 
banks instead of the government, virtual if not ac- 
tual control of national finances and at the same 
time relieve them of the bond requirement which is 
the only redeeming feature of the present system 


If these contemplated uieasurcs do not consti- 


tute iurfiuent cause toi continued opposition by the 
eleroeitt that behe\es in metalic money expansion, 
it would be difficult to imagine the reason for its ex- 
istence in the past or its connection with the politi- 
cal party that made it an affirmative issue in the 
last two presidential campaigns. Furthermore, if 
there was ever any good cause for the unity of the 
bimetallic forces in the State of Nevada the present
